The fair officials feel like they owe

He stood pat ail 
during the fine cool clay and never 
offered to insurge once, except late in 
the evening, aud then lie caught sev- 
eral stragglers who tarried at the 
grounds, loathe to leave the scene of 
the festivities of the day.

Several hundred people were in a 


iorry plight when the severe storm 
reached the fap grounds last even- 
ing about six-thirty o'clock and there 
were hundreds who did not get into 
Jushville until after eight o'clock. 
The threatening cloud arose in the 
northwest but not all of the festive

and stayed on much to their sorrow. 
tt rained continually until after eight

dled in the southeast comer of the

Abernathy had just left the grounds, 
going from the east gate. Between 
the east gate and the one on the west 
is a rather steep grade. While com- 
ing down this grade Mr. Abernathy 
was crowded off the road in order to 
keep from hitting a buggy coining 
towards him. 


The wheels of the machine struck 


the soft dirt at the edge of the road 
and skidded, throwing the auto over 
on its side down the embankment. 
None of the occupants had time to 
jump and had to stay with the ma- 
chine. 
The glass from the wind 


shield was scattered on Mr. and Mrs. 
Abernathy, but did not cut them. Mr. 
Abernathy was 
pinned under the 


steering wheel 
and his wife 
was 


thrown heavily against the side. The 
machine was badly smashed, the top 
and wind shield being damaged the 
most. 


Mrs. Abernathy suffered greatly 


from the nervous shock and was re- 
moved to the dance pavilion where 
attention was given her. 'For a time 
she was hysterical but was soon able 
to be removed to her home north of 
the city.

WHO'S CHARGED WITH MURDER

Mrs. Cook, widow of Fletcher Cook

former trial and was not shaken by 
the severe 
cross-questioning.

shooting of Fletcher Cook. Campbell 
went to the school house on the 
morning of December 12 to build the 
ire.

AN ENORMOUS CAMPAIGN FUND 


Senate Plainly Startled by Declaration 


of Pennsylvanian That There Is 
Quite a Lot of Information Leading 
to the Thought That Some $3,000,000 
Was Underwritten by Perkins and' 
Associates to Nominate Roosevelt. 


Washington, Aug. 23.—With more 


startling charges even than those .pre- 
ferred on the floor of the senate the 
day before, Senator Penrose of Penn- 
sylvania returned to his attack upon 
Colonel Roosevelt. 


Again 
speaking hefore his col- 


leagues in the senate, Mr. Penroso 
charged that a $3,000,000 fund had 
been underwritten by George W. Per- 
kins and others to make Colonel Roos- 
evelt the nominee of the regul.-j Re- 
publicanN party at Chicago. 
Senator 


Penrose alsft charged in effect that 
Roosevelt knew when he'dictated that 
letter to Cortelyou instructing the 1904 
campaign committee not to accept 
Standard Oil contributions, that the 
$100,000 given by the Standard Oil 
company had been spent and could 
not be returned. 


Senator Reed of Missouri started tha 


day's disclosures by questioning Sena- 
tor Penrose in regard to the state- 
ment he made the day before and 
called Penrose's attention to the fact 
that the Archbold letter mentioning 
the $25,000 payment to him was dated 
Oct. 13, 1904. "Can the senator state 
whether the $100,000 which was also 
•paid by the Standard Oil people was 
paid on or prior to the 13th day of 
October?" queried the Missourian. 


"My understanding," replied Pen- 


rose, "was that it was paid on or about 
that time, or a little time before that.' 


. The Cortelyou Letter. 


Mr. Reed then asked the Pennsyl- 


vanian what he had to say to the 
statement cf Colonel Roosevelt, in 
which the latter quoted a letter writ- 
ten by him in October, 1904, warning 
George B. Cortelyou, his 
national 


chairman, not to accept any contribu- 
tion from the Standard Oil company 
and to return the money if tho con- 
tribution had been made. According 
to the statement Cortelyou informed 
him no contribution had been made. 


"The Roosevelt letter," eaid the 


Pennsylvania senator, "was sent about 
a week before the election. It was 
several weeks after both the transac- 
tions to which I referred yesterday, 
namely the payment of $100,000 to 
Mr. Bliss, and the declination **t a re- 
quest for a further amount o! $100,- 
000."

"Had the money been spent, or was 


It on hand and was it, in fact re- 
turned?" asked the Missouri senator. 


Mr. Penrose replied tnat his infor- 


mation was that the money had been 
spent and could not be returned. Pen- 
rose's information was that the letter 
was written with knowledge that the 
money was 'drawn. 


In reply to a further question by 


Mr. Reed, Mr. Penrose said that he did 
not know of any large sum of money 
that was contributed to the national 
Repumlican committee in 1904 that 
was returned.

"I should like to^necall to the recol- 


lection of the senator," said Penrose, 
"that Mr. Perkins had been wounded 
In the service of his master, that he 
was indicted for the application of the 
funds of widows and orphans inter- 
ested in life Insurance companies and 
was acquitted on a demurrer, the fund3 
being applied to campaign purposes, 
and, according to my recollection, be- 
ing applied in the campaign of 1904."

NO RACE TRACK GAMBLING 


Club of Chicago Men-Organized Under 


Laws of South Dakota to Operate\a 
Racetrack in Lake County Will Be 
Called on to Face an Injunction 
Against Their Alleged Purpose of 
Evading the Laws of Indiana. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 23. — Governor 


Marshall has instructed Thomas M. 
Honan, attorney general, -to prepare 
a plea for injunction against the Min- 
eral Springs Jockey club, which Is 
preparing to operate 2. racetrack at 
Porter, Lake county, to prevent tie 
races being carried out. The plea will 
be based on the allegations that the 
club was organized in an effort to 
evade the criminal laws against race- 
track gambling. 


The governor declined to reveal the 


source of complaint received by him in 
regard to the club. According to in- 
formation filed with him, tlje club was 
organized under the laws of South 
Dakota for the purpose of operating 
a racetrack and other amusement en- 
terprises at Porter. The incorporators 
were members of the Chicago sport- 
Ing fraternity. 


"I have not much longer to be gov- 


ernor," Mr. Marshall said, "but while 
I am governor there will be no race- 
track gambling in the state if I can 
prevent'lt. While I may not he able 
to prevent Individuals from breaking 
w evading the law, I can prevent cor- 
porations from doing It. I have In- 
structed the attorney general to pre- 
pare the plea for injunction, basing 
his plea on the allegation that the 
club was incorporated for the purpose 
of evading the Indiana criminal laws 
and that if the club's purpose Is car- 
ried out the laws will be evaded and 
the criminal courts will be unable to 
punisli these seeking to set the law 
aside." 


Ths plea for injunction will be filed 


in the Lake circuit court as soon as 
the attorney general can complete the 
papers.

IBOYS CONFESS 


A HORRID CRIME 


Deliberately Stone Companion 


to Death, 


SHAKING CASE AT KANSAS CITK 


.In Company With Four Other Bo, 3, 


the Oldest of Whom Was Ten, Little 
Joseph Timmerman, Aged Four, 
Went Bug Hunting Last Sunday— 
His Body With Skull Crushed Has 
Been Taken From Improvised Grave. 


Kansas City, Aug. . 23.—With four 


other boys, little Joseph Timmerman, 
four years old, left his home last Sun- 
day afternoon to hunt bugs on the 
cliff drive. 
His mother was away 


from home visiting relatives, his fatti- 
er was at work, and Joe joined the 
bug-hunting expedition, which was to 
receive 50 cents for each 100 speci- 
mens taken to a student of entomol- 
ogy. The boys said at first that Jo- 
seph followed them up the steps to 
Cliff drive. 
He lagged behind and 


they went .on without him, .they said. 
The search for the little fellow ended 
yesterday afternoon, when the body 
of the child was found murdered. The 
skull had been crushed in as if from 
being struck by a stone, and an im- 
provised grave held the child's form. 


"Little Joseph had not been a fa- 


vorite with his playmates," said Mrs. 
Susie Riffe, grandmother of the mur- 
dered boy. "They, frequently threw 
stones at him." 


He lad been gone only, a few hours 


when some of the boys came to Mrs. 
Timmerman and told her -where Joe 
had disappeared. They led her up to 
the exact spot where he was buried. 
•There they told that he had strayed 
off into the weeds. She' stood within 
three feet of the body. Brush and 
dirt "had been pulled down over the 
spot until nothing unusual 'could be 
discerned. 
They took her again to 


the same place the next day and again 
pointed out where he disappeared. But 
they did not tell her that he lay buried 
at her feet. 


The five playmates of four-year-old 


Joseph Timmerman, who were with 
him at the time of his disappearance, 
were taken to the police station. They 
are: John Farley, aged ten; George 
Donahue, nine; Rowland Franka, sev- 
en1; John Heinberger, ten, and Charles 
Middleton, ten. They showed no 
fright. Little surprise was'expressed 
at the information of Joseph's death. 


John Farley and John Heinberger, 


after telling many conflicting stories, 
finally admitted the deed.
